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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report 
as  School  Medical  Officer,  which  is  the  41st  of  the  Series. 

It  was  indicated  in  last  year’s  Report  that  the  introduction  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  was  likely  to  have  considerable 
influence  on  the  School  Health  Service.  The  priority  Services  for 
children  such  as  Dental  Treatment  and  the  provision  of  Glasses  have 
suffered  a  serious  setback.  It  will  be  observed  that  out  of  an  establish¬ 
ment  of  four  dentists  we  have  now  only  one.  If  this  situation  is 
allowed  to  continue  for  long,  it  is  bound  to  have  the  most  serious 
consequences  on  the  dental  state  of  the  school  children  in  the  Town. 
Although  the  delay  in  the  provision  of  Glasses  has  been  somewhat 
shortened,  it  is  still  serious,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  the  “follow-up” 
of  children  who  have  received  refraction  at  the  School  Clinic  is  now 
much  more  difficult. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  re-modelling,  modernising  and 
painting  the  Central  School  Clinic  was  completed.  The  work  at  the 
Clinic  is  now  carried  on  with  much  greater  comfort  to  both  patients 
and  staff, 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  adaptation  of  32, 
Heaton  Moor  Road,  as  a  combined  School  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic.  It  is  hoped  that  this  Clinic  will  be  opened  within  the 
next  few  months, 

A  perusal  of  the  Report:  will  indicate  that  a  vast  volume  of  careful 
and  painstaking  work  has  been  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  children 
of  the  town.  The  improvement  in  the  number  of  verminous  children 
found  in  schools  has  not  been  maintained  and  shows  a  slight  deteriora¬ 
tion  from  the  previous  year. 


The  nutritional  sfate  of  the  school  children  throughout  the  town 
t  emains  satisfactory. 
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It  is  hoped  that  a  Child  Guidance  Centre  will  be  inaugurated  at  an 
early  date  at  the  new  clinic  at  32,  Heaton  Moor  Road.  It  is,  however, 
important  to  indicate  that  for  complete  success  and  effective  working 
it  should  be  linked  with  the  Child  Psychiatric  Clinic  to  be  established  in 
South  Manchester  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Diagnosis  is  not 
sufficient  unless  it  be  followed  by  the  appropriate  treatment  and,  where 
necessary,  treatment  in  a  special  hospital  provided  for  these  cases. 

Serious  endeavours  have  been  made  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
Speech  Therapist,  without  success.  In  view  of  the  shortage  of  supply 
of  Speech  Therapists,  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Education  Committees  for  extended  facilities  for  the  training 
of  Speech  Therapists,  particularly  in  the  North  of  England. 

The  clinic  for  Chiropody,  which  has  been  in  operation  over  a 
year,  is  proving  an  unqualified  success.  It  is  important  not  only  to 
correct  the  defects  found  in  girls  of  12  or  13  years  of  age,  but  by  educa¬ 
tion  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  these  defects,  and  the  clinic  is  not 
only  a  treatment  clinic,  but  a  centre  for  education  in  how  to  avoid 
foot  defects. 

Dr.  Cullen  and  the  Staff  at  the  School  Clinic  have  displayed 
enthusiasm  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  as  a  result  the 
standard  of  efficiency  has  been  high. 

A  special  tribute  should  be  paid  in  this  introduction,  to  the 
encouragement  and  help  which  the  Staff  of  the  School  Health  Service 
has  received  throughout  the  year  from  the  Teaching  Staffs  of  the 
Schools. 

The  Director  of  Education,  Dr.  Gwyn  Thomas,  and  his  Staff  have 
provided  information  for  inclusion  in  this  Report  and  I  desire  to 
thank  him  for  this  and  much  consideration  and  help  in  connection 
With  this  special  branch  of  the  Education  Committee’s  work  during 
the  year. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  and  consideration  which  has  been  shown  by  you,  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  to  the  members  of  the  School  Health 
Service  throughout  the  year.

II.— CO-ORDINATION. 

The  School  Health  Department  has  continued  to  maintain  good 
relationship  with  the  general  practitioners  in  the  town,  who  have 
co-operated  very  well  when  the  occasions  have  arisen. 

The  hospitals,  both  in  Stockport  and  Manchester  have  also  been 
very  helpful  both  in  seeing  cases  and  furnishing  reports. 

Miss  Snowden,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  has  continued  as  Superintendent 
of  the  combined  Health  and  School  Health  Nursing  Staffs.

TO  PRIMARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

III.— SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATION  AND  HYGIENE. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Gwyn  Thomas,  Director  of  Education,  for 
the  following  information: — 

The  school  building  programme  is  now  getting  under  way,  and  the 
following  is  a  brief  report  of  progress: — 

The  six  classrooms  at  Bridgehall  Infants’  School  and.  four  of  the 
classrooms  at  Broadstone  Road  Primary  School  were  occupied  in 
June,  1949,  and  the  three  remaining  classrooms  at  Broadstone  School  ' 
in  January,  1950.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Infants’  School  at  Bridgehall 
for  240  pupils  will  be  entirely  completed  early  in  February,  1950, 
and  Broadstone  Primary  School  for  120  infant  and  160  junior  pupils 
by  July,  1950.  Foundation  work  has  also  been  started  on  the  erection 
of  the  Junior  School  at  Bridgehall,  which  is  to  accommodate  320  pupils. 

Work  was  started  in  December  on  the  erection  of  Banks  Lane 
Primary  School  for  360  infant  and  480  junior  pupils,  and  Didsbury 
Road  Junior  School  for  480  pupils.  Other  work  started  in  December 
includes  the  preliminary  site  works  for  Vale  Ro^d  Secondary  School 
gpd  Hould$wprth  Estate  Primary  School, 
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Work  is  well  advanced  on  the  adaptation  of  premises  at  32, 
Heaton  Moor  Road  for  the  purpose  of  a  combined  clinic.  Work  is 
also  advanced  on  the  premises  at  Wood  Street,  Hollywood  Park,  which 
will  be  used  for  the  Nursery  School  which  is  to  be  transferred  from 
Hollywood  Park  Infants’  School. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  has  also  approved  the  following: 
provision  of  a  Nursery  School  at  Vale  Road,  Reddish;  improvements 
in  the  accommodation  at  the  High  School  for  Girls  and  Heathfield; 
provision  of  additional  accommodation  at  the  Hempshaw  Lane 
Annexe  of  Stockport  College  and  at  the  Stockport  Secondary  Tech- 
nical  School  for  Boys  at  Pendlebury  Hall. 

Temporary  accommodation  completed  and  occupied  during  the 
course  of  the  year  includes  four  classrooms  and  two  practical  rooms 
at  Longford  Road  West  for  the  North  Reddish  Secondary  Modern 
School,  and  two  practical  rooms  at  Stockport  R.C.  School. 

School  Meals  Service 

Canteen  Kitchens  and  Dining  Rooms  have  been  provided  at 
Belmont  Secondary  Modern  and  Hollywood  Park  Schools  and  others 
are  in  course  of  erection  at  Alexandra  Park  Council  School  and  the 
High  School  for  Girls,  Cale  Green. 

Playgrounds  and  Playing  Fields. 

Improvements  to  the  playground  surfaces  have  been  carried  out 
at  the  Stockport  Secondary  Technical  School  for  Boys  at  Pendlebury 
Hall,  Stockport  R.C.  School,  and  the  Reddish  Congregational  and 
St.  Saviour’s  Annexe. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  has  approved  proposals  for  the 
provision  of  a  grass  playing  pitch  and  paved  courts  at  Heathfield  for 
the  High  School  for  Girls.  A  small  football  or  hockey  pitch  and  paved 
playground  at  Grafton  Street,  Heaton  Norris,  have  also  been  approved 
for  the  use  of  pupils  of  Belmont  Secondary  Modern  School. 

Drainage  and  Sanitation. 

Additional  W.C.’s  have  been  provided  at  the  Hempshaw  Lane 
Annexe  of  Banks  Lane  Council  School. 

Heating. 

Major  repairs  to  boilers  have  been  carried  out  at  Stockport 
College,  Stockport  School,  High  School  for  Girls,  Heathfield  premises, 
Avondale  Secondary  Modern  School,  and  the  glasshouses  at  Taxal 
Lodge  Special  Residential  School. 

Painting  and  Decorating. 

All  school  and  other  premises  belonging  to  the  Education 
Authority  have  now  been  painted  and  decorated  since  the  termination 
of  the  war,  with  the  exception  of  St.  George’s  C.E.  School  which  is 
included  in  the  limited  programme  for  1950, 
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IV.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  arrangements  for  Medical  Inspection  have  continued  as  in 
previous  years.  The  three  periodic  inspections  Entrants,  Primary 
Leavers  and  Secondary  Leavers  in  accordance  with  the  Education 
Act,  1944,  were  carried  out.  In  addition,  pupils  reaching  the  age  of 
eight  during  the  current  year  were  also  examined. 

The  new  Ministry  of  Education  Medical  Inspection  cards  were 
introduced  at  the  beginning  of  1948.  As  anticipated,  this  has  resulted 
in  a  slight  slowing  down  in  the  rate  of  medical  inspection. 

The  figures  relating  to  medical  inspection  are  shown  in  Table  I, 
page  31.  The  number  of  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  was  6,195, 
which  compares  with  6,650  for  1948,  and  the  number  of  Special 
Inspections  and  Re-inspections  was  2,743,  compared  with  3,354  for  the 
previous  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  indicate  all  cases 
examined  in  maintained  primary  and  secondary  schools. 

The  number  of  visits  to  schools  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  periodical  medical  inspections  was  405. 

V.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  detailed  figures  relating  to  the  number  of  defects  found  as  a 
result  of  medical  inspection  are  shown  in  Table  II,  page  32. 

(a)  General  Condition  of  Pupils 

The  general  condition  of  each  pupil  examined  at  Periodic  Medical 
Inspections  was  classified  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  into  three 
categories  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of 
Education.  These  categories  are — A  (Good),  B  (Fair),  and  C  (Poor). 
Pupils  of  normal  nutrition  have  been  classified  under  B  and  pupils  of 
above  average  nutrition  under  A. 

It  will  be  observed  vide  Table  II — B,  page  33,  that  out  of  6,195 
pupils  examined  in  1949,  1,184  or  19.11%  were  classified  as  good, 
4,818  or  77.77%  were  classified  as  fair,  and  193  or  3.12%  as  poor. 

These  figures  compare  very  favourably  with  those  of  1948  and  show 
that  there  is  no  deterioration  in  the  general  nutritional  state  of  the 
children.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  general  condition  of  Entrants, 
i.e.,  five-year  olds,  is  very  good,  but  that  there  appears  to  be  a  slight 
falling-off  by  the  time  they  are  examined  as  Primary  Leavers,  i.e., 
10 — 11  year  olds.  Between  the  examinations  as  Primary  Leavers  and 
Secondary  Leavers  (14 — 15  year  old)  they  again  show  an  improvement 
in  their  general  condition. 

(b)  Infestation  with  Vermin 

It  will  be  observed  from  Table  V,  page  35,  that  during  1949,  74,635 
inspections  of  pupils  were  made  by  the  School  Nurses  with  the  object 
of  improving  the  standard  of  personal  cleanliness  in  the  schools. 
The  special  efforts  started  in  1947  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  head 
lice  were  continued  in  1949,  but  the  figures  show  a  slight  deterioration 
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when  compared  with  those  of  last  year.  Out  of  a  total  of  18,139  on 
the  rolls,  1,568  individual  children  have  been  found  to  be  unclean. 
When  these  figures  are  compared  with  those  for  1947  when  4,054 
children  were  found  to  be  unclean,  it  will  be  appreciated  that  the 
general  improvement  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  much 
hard  work  and  persistence  on  the  part  of  the  school  nurses,  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  teaching  staffs. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  figures  refer  to  the  total  number 
of  inspections  made  and  not  to  the  number  of  individual  pupils 
inspected. 

(c)  Dsntal  Defects 

A  perusal  of  Table  IV,  page  35,  shows  that  the  Dental  Officers 
devoted  48  half-days  to  inspection  and  inspected  6,917  pupils.  In 
addition  2,060  Specials  were  inspected. 

VI.— FOLLOWING  UP 

Medical  Officers,  School  Nurses,  Head  Teachers  and  Attendance 
Officers  share  in  the  work  of  following  up  defects. 

The  number  of  visits  by  Nurses  to  homes  in  this  connection  was 
757.  In  addition,  285  visits  were  paid  to  Schools  for  the  same  purpose. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  for  the  personal  interest 
they  have  taken  in  the  pupils  recommended  for  treatment,  and  for  the 
efforts  made  in  persuading  hesitant  parents  to  accept  the  treatment 
offered. 


VII.— ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT 
I. — Pre-School  Children 

The  arrangement  whereby  Pre-School  children  suffering  with 
certain  defects  are  enabled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  already 
in  existence  for  the  treatment  of  children  of  school  age,  has  worked 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily. 

It  has  proved  advantageous  to  have  all  children  of  one  family 
suffering  with  contagious  diseases,  such  as  Impetigo,  treated  at  the 
one  centre.  In  addition,  it  has  placed  the  treatment  of  Squint,  which 
is  of  such  vital  importance,  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis.

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II. — School  Children 

(a)  General  Condition  of  Pupils 

All  cases  of  malnutrition  requiring  additional  nourishment,  falling 
within  the  Authority’s  income  scale  are  recommended  “  Free  Meals.” 
All  children  receive  one  third  of  a  pint  of  milk  free  daily  but  if  the 
Medical  Officer  considers  it  necessary,  a  further  third  of  a  pint  daily 
may  be  recommended. 

These  recommendations  are  made  during  the  Periodic  Medical 
Inspections  or  after  examination  at  the  School  Clinics. 

Facilities  also  exist  for  children  to  have  milk  and  meals  during 
school  holidays. 

(b)  Uncleanliness 

The  method  of  carrying  out  Cleanliness  Surveys  has  continued  as 
in  1948.  As  the  Dispensary  now  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  since  the  passing  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  it  was  necessary  to  transfer  the  Head  Cleansing  Centre 
to  the  premises  occupied  by  the  Scabies  Treatment  Clinic.  At  this 
Centre  help  and  advice  on  the  effective  cleansing  of  children’s  heads 
is  given  to  the  mothers.  Motherless  children  with  verminous  heads 
are  disinfested  by  the  nurses. 

Scalp  lotion  containing  D.D.T.  is  available  free  of  charge  at  the 
Central  School  Clinic  and  at  the  Head  Cleansing  Centre,  for  parents 
to  use  on  the  children’s  heads  at  home.  This  has  been  found  to  be 
most  effective. 

The  nurses  have  made  1,073  visits  to  schools  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  Cleanliness  Surveys. 

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin 
(i)  Minor  Ailments. 

The  Central  School  Clinic,  108  Wellington  Road  South,  is  open 
daily. 

The  Reddish  School  Clinic  (held  at  the  Reddish  Welfare  Hut, 
Stanhope  Street,  Reddish)  is  open  on  Wednesday  morning  and 
Thursday  afternoon. 

A  medical  record  is  kept  of  each  child.  If  the  child  comes  from 
school  to  the  Clinic,  he  is  given  a  time  card  for  the  teacher,  with  the 
time  of  arrival  and  departure  from  the  Clinic.  Should  exclusion  be 
necessary  an  exclusion  certificate  is  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  and  injuries,  the 
Clinics  are  used  for  medical  examinations  of  more  serious  cases. 
Children  may  be  found  to  be  suffering  with  conditions  which  are 
liable  to  cause  a  retardation  in  educational  progress  and,  in  these 
cases,  recommendations  are  made  in  order  that  suitable  educational 
facilities  may  be  provided.

(ii)  Scabies  Clinic. 

During  1949  the  treatment  of  Scabies  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
Scabies  Treatment  Clinic  at  St.  Saviour’s  First  Aid  Post,  Great  Moor, 
the  treatment  consisting  of  baths  and  the  use  of  Benzyl  Benzoate  lotion. 
Arrangements  are  still  made  for  the  stoving  of  bedding  and  clothing 
from  infected  houses,  and  where  any  other  members  of  the  household 
are  suspected  to  be  suffering  with  the  disease  they  are  invited  to 
attend  for  treatment. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  which  required  treatment  at  the 
Scabies  Clinic  during  1949  was  very  small. 

(d)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases 

(i)  General  arrangements. 

An  Ophthalmic  Specialist  attends  the  Central  School  Clinic  two 
sessions  per  week  for  the  examination  of  cases  of  Defective  Vision  and 
external  eye  disease  and  for  the  certification  of  cases  of  Blindness  and 
partial  sight  in  school  children.

The  treatment  of  External  Eye  Disease  is 

carried  out 

at  the  Minor 

Ailments  Clinic.  Severe  cases,  where  hospital  treatment  is  necessary, 
are  referred  to  the  Stockport  Infirmary  or  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
‘  ‘follow-up”  of  children  who  have  been  refracted  at  the  Clinic  has  been 
most  difficult,  and  the  delay  in  the  provision  of  spectacles  has  entailed 
further  difficulties.  Since  a  number  of  children  are  refracted  pri¬ 
vately  by  opticians,  there  is  no  satisfactory  method  of  checking  on 
such  cases. 
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There  continues  to  be  a  delay  in  the  provision  of  spectacles  after 
the  children  have  been  refracted,  but  this  delay  was  tending  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  to  be  shorter.

(ii )  Orthoptic  Clinic. 

During  1949  this  Clinic  was  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Stock- 
port  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management  Committee.  It  is  held  at 
Stepping  Hill  Hospital  for  six  sessions  per  week. 

Children  who  are  examined  at  the  School  Clinics  and  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  are  found  to  be  suffering  with  ocular  muscle 
defects,  are  referred  to  the  Orthoptic  Clinic  for  examination  and 
treatment. 

Patients  who  require  surgical  assistance  are  admitted  to  the 
wards,  and  an  operation  is  performed  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Special  Aural  Department  of  the 
School  Clinic  in  October  1945,  all  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  operations 
are  performed  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  by  the  Consultant  Aural 
Surgeon. 

In  addition,  operations  are  performed  at  Stockport  Infirmary 
on  cases  referred  there  by  private  practitioners. 

One  clinic  per  week  at  the  Central  School  Clinic  is  conducted  by 
the  Consultant  Aural  Surgeon,  and  there  is  a  daily  Treatment  Clinic 
conducted  by  a  School  Nurse  with  special  experience  in  the  treatment 
of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  conditions. 

Once  a  child  has  been  recommended  for  the  removal  of  tonsils,  a 
bed  is  usually  available  in  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  within  two  to  three 
months.  Cases  receiving  operative  treatment  numbered  872,  which  is 
a  considerable  increase  on  the  figure  for  1948  when  the  number  was  597. 

Treatments  carried  out  by  Nurses  at  the  Central  School  Clinic 
during  the  year  numbered  1,132. 

(f)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing 

54  cases  of  Otitis  Media  and  other  ear  diseases  received  treatment 
at  the  Central  School  Clinic. 

Cases  of  deafness  or  partial  deafness  are  seen  first  by  the  Con¬ 
sultant  Aural  Surgeon  for  his  opinion,  and  a  special  Audiometric 
session  is  arranged  as  occasion  demands,  53  tests  of  hearing  having 
been  made  during  the  year. 
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(g)  Dental  Defects 

There  is  now  only  one  Dental  Surgeon  left  in  the  School  Health 
Service,  instead  of  the  requisite  number  of  four.  It  is  a  matter  for 
regret  that  since  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  number  of  Dentists  entering  the  School  Health  Service  has  dimin¬ 
ished.  This  is  particularly  regrettable  since  it  comes  at  a  time  when 
the  acceptance  rate  for  school  dental  treatment  is  increasing. 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  there  has  been  no  regular  dental 
inspection  of  children  at  a  number  of  schools.  As  a  result  the  number 
of  “casuals”  increased  from  864  in  1948  to  2,060  in  1949.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  limit  the  times  at  which  these  children  may  attend, 
to  avoid  every  session  becoming  a  “casual”  one.  Other  sessions  are 
devoted  to  appointments  only  in  order  that  a  certain  amount  of  con¬ 
servation  and  orthodontic  work  may  be  completed.  No  children 
have  been  refused  dental  extractions  or  conservation  treatment  be¬ 
cause  they  have  not  been  inspected  at  school,  and  all  who  have  attended 
the  Clinic  for  appointments  have  been  given  one. 

This  has  necessarily  tended  to  cut  down  the  number  of 
School  Inspections,  but  it  is  considered  better  to  treat  children  who 
are  interested  in  dental  treatment,  and  will  continue  to  receive  regular 
dental  attention,  than  to  spend  time  on  those  who  will  only  attend 
irregularly  when  it  is  forced  upon  them. 

A  three-monthly  dental  appointment  is  necessary  in  order  to 
ensure  that  children’s  teeth  are  kept  in  good  condition,  as  caries 
spreads  rapidly  when  once  it  starts,  and  the  benefit  of  conservation 
work  already  carried  out  tends  to  be  lost.  There  are  now  a  number 
of  children  attending  for  three-monthly  visits. 

The  aim  has  been  to  avoid  the  extraction  of  permanent  teeth  as 
far  as  possible,  although  some  parents  and  children  do  not  yet  appre¬ 
ciate  the  value  of  conservation  work,  and  delay  treatment  until  extrac¬ 
tion  of  certain  teeth  becomes  unavoidable.  All  pupils  attending 
Schools  for  Higher  Education  had  a  dental  inspection  during  the  year, 
and  all  who  required  treatment  were  offered  treatment,  so  that  there  is 
no  reason  why  any  of  these  children  should  leave  school  with  defec¬ 
tive  teeth. 

All  children  in  Special  Schools  had  at  least  one  dental  inspection 
in  1949,  to  ensure  that  the  condition  of  their  teeth  would  not  be 
detrimental  to  an  improvement  in  their  general  health. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pre-school  children  attend¬ 
ing  for  dental  treatment,  218  attending  as  compared  with  137  in  1948. 
Now  that  it  is  more  widely  known  that  children  can  receive  full  dental 
treatment  before  commencing  school,  more  mothers  are  bringing 
their  young  children  for  conservation  work  and  three-monthly 
inspection.  It  has  been  found  that  children  who  attend  at  an  early  age 
will  usually  receive  treatment  much  more  willingly  than  children  who 
wait  until  the  age  of  five  or  six  before  attending,  and  they  come  to 
regard  dental  treatment  as  part  of  their  regular  routine.  It  is  gratifying 
to  inspect  these  children  at  school  and  see  their  well  kept  mouths, 
compared  with  some  of  those  who  have  never  received  any  previous 
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dental  attention.  Another  advantage  of  early  dental  treatment  is  that 
any  habits  affecting  the  shape  of  the  mouth  and  position  of  the  teeth 
can  be  pointed  out  to  the  mother  and  rectified  before  more  serious 
damage  results. 

Unfortunately,  the  amount  of  time  devoted  to  Orthodontic  work 
has  had  to  be  curtailed,  although  the  demand  for  this  form  of  treatment 
has  greatly  increased.  It  is  hoped  that  when  staffing  of  the  School 
Dental  Clinic  returns  to  normal,  more  of  this  useful  work  will  be 
undertaken.  98  Orthodontic  appliances  were  inserted  in  1949  and 
496  children  attended  for  inspection  and  adjustment  of  their  appliances, 
etc.  Four  mouthscreens  and  7  partial  dentures  were  inserted. 

Table  IV  on  page  35  gives  the  details  of  School  Dental  Inspections 
and  the  ordinary  forms  of  dental  treatment. 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

Cases  requiring  Orthopaedic  Treatment  are  referred  to  the  Con¬ 
sultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  Stockport  Infirmary.  Types  of  cases 
treated  include  bone  and  joint  defects,  postural  defects  requiring 
remedial  exercises,  and  cases  requiring  Artificial  Sunlight  Therapy. 

Arrangements  are  in  hand,  in  conjunction  with  the  Organiser  of 
Physical  Education,  for  children  with  mild  postural  defects  and  slight 
degrees  of  flat  feet,  to  have  remedial  exercises  in  the  schools  during 
their  physical  training. 

Where  In-Patient  treatment  is  necessary,  the  children  are 
admitted  either  to  the  Stockport  Infirmary  or  to  the  Children’s 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Marple. 

(i)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism 

The  Heart  Clinic  is  held  once  a  month  and  has  continued  to  be 
well  attended.  152  attendances  were  made  during  the  year.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  nearly  half  the  children  attended 
because  of  Verrucas.  Of  the  65  treated,  49  were  boys  and  16  were 
girls,  the  most  susceptible  age  group  occurring  in  girls  from  11 — 13 
years,  there  being  26  cases  in  this  particular  group. 
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In  all  cases  of  foot  weakness,  remedial  exercises  have  been  advised, 
and  instructions  given  as  to  procedure. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  to  observe  progress. 

VIII.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(a)  Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria— 1949 

During  the  year  immunisation  of  children  of  school  age  has  been 
extremely  satisfactory.  The  total  number  of  children  of  the  ages  of 
5 — 15  years  inclusive,  completely  immunised  was  3,080  (including  2,068 
children  also  immunised  in  previous  years). 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  number  (18,451)  of  children  of 
school  age  (5—15  years)  immunised  up  to  the  end  of  December,  1949, 
was  98.7%  of  the  children  of  these  age  groups  in  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  occuring  during  the  year  in 
the  school  population  (18,690  (includes  551  Grammar  School  pupils)) 
was  2,  with  no  deaths.

Diphtheria  has  shown  a  decrease,  from  twelve  cases  in  1948  to  2 
cases  in  1949,  with  no  deaths. 


Scarlet  Fever  shows  an  increase  from  202  cases  in  1948  to  230 
cases  in  1949. 
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301  cases  of  Measles  in  children  of  school  age  occurred  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  362  in  the  previous  year,  and  Whooping  Cough 
decreased  from  111  cases  in  1948,  to  78  during  1949. 

IX.— PROVISION  OF  MEALS  AND  MILK 

(a)  School  Meals  Service 

During  the  year,  further  combined  kitchen  rooms  have  been 
opened  at: —

The  Ministry  of  Works  is  engaged  on  the  erection  of  two  more 
canteens  of  this  type,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  in  production 
early  in  the  New  Year. 

In  1949  meals  have  been  supplied  to  69  schools  or  departments 
from  22  kitchens. 

A  return  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  showed  that  on  a  given  day 
in  October,  66.54%  of  the  pupils  in  attendance  at  Secondary  Schools 
(Modern  and  Grammar),  and  45.68%  of  pupils  in  attendance  at 
Primary  and  Nursery  Schools,  had  school  dinners  at  the  canteens.

Of  the  8,493  pupils  who  had  dinners,  979  were  necessitous  children 
on  the  free  list.  On  the  same  day,  74  necessitous  children  attended 
various  canteens  for  breakfast. 

During  the  holiday  periods  throughout  the  year,  arrangements 
were  made  to  provide  dinners  for  all  children  whose  parents  asked  for 
them.  Seventeen  canteens  were  opened  and  children  attended  the  one 
nearest  their  home. 

(b)  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme 

With  the  operation  of  the  Family  Allowances  Bill,  all  children 
of  school  age  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme 
free  of  charge. 

Every  child  can  have  a  third  of  a  pint  of  milk  daily  at  his  or  her 
school  during  term  time,  and  during  school  holidays,  children  can  have 
their  milk  each  day  at  the  canteens  which  are  open  for  dinner. 
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A  return  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  showed  that  on  a  given  day 
in  October,  63.78%  of  the  pupils  in  attendance  at  Secondary  Schools 
(Modern  and  Grammar)  and  91.92%  of  the  pupils  in  attendance  at 
Primary  and  Nursery  Schools,  received  milk  under  the  Scheme.

Thanks  are  expressed  to  all  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs  for 
their  continued  co-operation  in  the  administration  of  these  schemes 
which  entail  a  substantial  addition  to  the  routine  work  in  the  schools. 

X. — OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION 

The  Longfield  Open  Air  School  with  60  places,  is  the  only  example 
of  this  type  of  education  in  the  Borough.  Children  are  admitted  on 
the  recommendations  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  following 
inspection  at  the  Schools  or  Clinics. 

The  open  air  school  is  primarily  one  for  debilitated  children  who 
cannot  stand  the  strain  of  an  ordinary  school,  and  who  are  likely  to 
benefit  by  the  less  strenuous  routine  adopted  at  Longfield.  Pupils 
are  not  normally  admitted  for  less  than  six  months,  and  it  is  usually 
possible  for  them  to  return  to  their  ordinary  schools  after  about  18 
months  to  two  years. 

The  general  health  and  physical  well-being  of  the  children  improves 
very  quickly  after  a  comparatively  short  stay. 

The  school  is  visited  each  week  by  the  Senior  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  the  School  Nurses  make  frequent  visits. 

XI. — PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

(a)  Physical  Training.  The  majority  of  primary  schools  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  overcoming  the  old-established  tradition  of  formal  methods 
of  teaching  Physical  Training,  and  freer  larger  body  movements  are 
being  encouraged  at  the  expense  of  localised  “artificial”  exercises. 
The  Physical  Training  lesson  is  being  considered  as  a  part  of  Physical 
Education  as  a  whole  and  not  as  a  unit  separated  from  Organised 
Games  and  other  outdoor  activities.  This  outlook  is  securing  a 
balanced  scheme  of  work  for  boys  and  girls  in  the  primary  schools,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  more  attention  will  be  devoted  to  the  place  of  Folk 
Dancing  for  girls  in  schools  which  have  suitable  indoor  accommodation. 
In  the  near  future  the  primary  school  teachers  will  require  increased 
facilities  to  fulfil  their  aim  of  giving  more  individual  treatment  to  their 
pupils  and  special  apparatus  to  provide  individual  practice  in  climbing, 
heaving,  balancing,  jumping  and  other  whole-body  movements. 
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In  secondary  and  grammar  schools  the  scope  of  Physical  Training 
is  in  need  of  little  change  at  present.  As  more  equipment  is  provided 
and  the  number  of  playing  fields  is  increased,  athletics  will  assume  its 
proper  place  in  the  curricula. 

Throughout  all  schools  the  general  improvement  in  the  posture 
and  carriage  of  the  children  will  gain  impetus  as  provision  of  better 
facilities  in  playgrounds  and  on  playing  fields  is  made,  and  as  more 
suitable  types  of  equipment  are  provided. 

(b)  Organised  Games.  Playing  fields  are  being  improved  steadily 
and  the  organised  games  periods  of  many  schools  have  been  increased 
to  permit  as  many  children  as  possible  to  benefit  from  regular  open-air 
games.  A  notable  improvement  is  the  inclusion  of  Netball  and  Roun¬ 
ders  as  winter  and  summer  games  for  Junior  girls.  Lawn  Tennis  is 
now  played  in  the  Public  Parks  by  girls  of  the  secondary  modern 
schools.  Maximum  use  has  been  made  of  the  Public  Swimming 
Baths  for  instructional  classes,  and  Swimming  Certificate  successes 
have  risen  from  1,698  in  1948  to  2,542  in  1949. 

(e)  Remedial  Exercises.  Special  classes  at  Avondale  Secondary 
Modern  School  have  not  been  extended  to  other  schools  as  was  the 
intention  in  1948.  In  view  of  the  financial  economies  required  of  the 
Authority  it  will  be  impossible  to  provide  in  the  immediate  future, 
suitable  Remedial  Centres  and  fully-qualified  staff  to  undertake  this 
important  work. 


XII.— CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS, 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS  AND 
VOLUNTARY  BODIES 

(a)  Co-oparation  of  Parents 

It  is  often  a  matter  of  concern  to  both  Medical  Officers  and  Head 
Teachers,  that  children  are  sometimes  sent  to  school  when  they  are 
obviously  in  no  fit  condition  to  attend  school.  This  is  more  often  the 
case  when  both  parents  are  employed.  Children  in  such  cases  are  sent 
to  the  Central  School  Clinic  for  examination  by  one  of  the  School 
Medical  Officers,  and  it  is  sometimes  necessary  for  the  children  to  be 
officially  excluded  from  school.  In  many  cases  when  a  child  is  so 
excluded,  it  is  found  that  there  is  nobody  at  home,  both  parents  being 
at  work,  and  the  question  of  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  child,  especially 
in  cases  of  infectious  disease,  is  a  serious  problem  for  Head  Teachers 
who  have  no  facilities  for  isolating  such  cases. 

Parents,  on  the  whole,  co-operate  very  well  with  the  School  Health 
Service,  3,271  being  present  at  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  during  the 
year. 

(b)  Co-operation  of  Teachers 

1.  Medical  and  Dental  Inspection . 

Much  careful  help  has  been  rendered  by  Head  Teachers  to  the 
Medical  Officers,  Dental  Officers  and  Nurses  in  ensuring  that  these 
inspections  run  smoothly,  and  that  the  parents  and  children  are 
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admitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  and  Dentist  in  a  systematic  manner. 
In  this  way  is  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the  parent  engendered,  the 
examination  carried  out  with  efficiency,  and  valuable  school  time  saved. 

2.  Following-up . 

The  painstaking  work  undertaken  by  teachers  to  encourage 
parents  to  have  defects  corrected  is  referred  to  in  another  part  of  this 
Report. 

3.  Medical  and  Dental  Treatment. 

There  is  an  increasing  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  Head 
Teachers  that  the  Clinic,  in  addition  to  being  a  Minor  Ailments  Clinic 
is  also  an  Inspection  Clinic,  viz.,  open  to  give  advice  to  teachers  and 
parents  in  a  very  large  variety  of  cases,  even  though  there  is  no  facility 
for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  at  the  Clinic. 

(c)  Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers 

There  is  no  change  of  importance  to  report.  Co-operation 
remains  close  and  harmonious.  The  School  Attendance  Officers 
continue  to  prove  of  great  assistance  in  many  directions,  chiefly  in 
following  up  troublesome  cases. 

(d)  Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies 

The  Department  is  very  much  indebted  to  the  various  Voluntary 
Bodies  for  their  work,  and  desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation. 

(1)  — The  G.  W.  Cookson  Bequest— 

The  G.  W.  Cookson  Bequest  (vested  in  the  Mayor  of 
Stockport)  provided  an  outing  for  poor  children.  Six  hundred 
children  were  taken  for  a  drive  through  Cheshire  finishing  at  Lyme 
Hall,  where  tea  was  served,  followed  by  sports.  The  Senior  Welfare 
Officer  organised  the  outing,  and  was  assisted  by  the  Staffs  of  the 
Central  School  Clinic  and  Education  Department. 

(2)  — The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children — 

Details  of  12  cases  were  referred  to  this  Society  for  investi¬ 
gation  and  report.  Two  of  the  Society’s  cases  reported  by  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  resulted  in  prosecutions  and  were  supported  by  the 
School  Health  Service,  and  steps  were  taken  through  the  Juvenile 
Court,  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  children  concerned. 

(3)  — The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service — 

The  local  branch  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  has 
been  most  helpful  in  providing  items  of  clothing  in  cases  where  the 
plight  of  necessitous  children  has  been  brought  to  its  notice. 

XIII. — BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN 

It  is  usual  to  give  in  this  Report  detailed  information  regarding  all 
handicapped  children  resident  in  the  area  or  maintained  by  the 
Education  Authority  in  Special  Schools  and  Institutions.  These 
figures  are  not  required  this  year,  but  it  can  be  stated  that  arrangements 
are  as  in  previous  years,  and  full  records  are  available.

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It  is  desirable  to  retain  some  individual  cases  for  fairly  long  periods 
to  obtain  the  greatest  benefit.  The  improvement  effected  in  practically 
all  the  children  attending  the  Open-Air  School  is  striking;  the  School 
Routine  being — fresh  air,  good  food,  bathing  arrangements,  the  mid¬ 
day  rest,  and  the  formation  of  regular  habits  in  the  daily  life. 

(b)  Taxal  Lodge  Special  Residential  School 

This  school,  opened  in  November,  1948,  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Education,  is  a  residential  school  for  educationally  sub¬ 
normal  pupils,  and  provides  accommodation  for  30  boys. 

(c)  Special  Class  at  St.  Peter’s  C.E.  School 

This  school  is  listed  as  a  Primary  School,  the  cases  for  admission 
being  selected  by  the  Headmistress  and  the  School  Medical  Officers.

XVI.— NURSERY  SCHOOLS 


On  1st  April,  1946,  the  under-mentioned  Nurseries,  established 
as  a  wartime  measure  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  run  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department,  were  transferred  to  the 
Education  Department  for  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and 
five  years.

XVII.— HIGH  SCHOOLS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 
OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION 


I. — Medical  Inspection 

(a)  The  Local  Education  Authority  maintains  four  Secondary 
Schools  of  the  Grammar  School  type  and  five  Secondary  Schools  of 
the  Modern  type,  and  a  Secondary  Technical  School  at  the  Pendlebury 
Hall. 

( b )  Normally  there  is  an  Annual  Periodic  Medical  Inspection  at 
these  schools.  The  Lady  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  carry  out 
the  Medical  Inspection  of  the  girls.  The  Inspection  schedule  in  use  at 
Primary  Schools  is  used,  but  special  points  (not  applicable  to  the 
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Primary  School  children)  are  enquired  into.  The  question  of  the 
pupil’s  fitness  for  partaking  in  certain  games,  drill  or  gymnastics,  is 
considered  in  detail,  and  remedial  exercises,  where  required,  are 
discussed  with  the  Physical  Training  Instructor.  Periodic  Medical 
Inspection  is  confined  to  new  entrants  and  an  annual  inspection  after 
reaching  14  years  of  age.

The  Supervisor  of  the  Youth  Employment  Exchange  and  Bureau 
reports  as  follows: — 

The  successful  working  of  a  Youth  Employment  Bureau  depends 
very  much  on  the  co-operation  of  many  different  services,  and  the  in¬ 
valuable  help  and  assistance  received  from  the  School  Health  Service 
at  all  times,  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff  of  the  Bureau. 

Final  School  Medical  Reports,  as  recorded  on  the  School  Leaving 
Card,  are  of  great  assistance  to  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  when 
giving  vocational  guidance  to  young  persons  about  to  enter  industry, 
particularly  in  cases  where  it  is  considered  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  that  certain  occupations  would  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
school  leaver.
